S.R.O. .76. — In exorcise of tho powers conferred by Section 6 of the Indian 
Army Act, 1911 (VIII of 1911), the Central Government is pleased to prescribe 
the Commandant National Defence Academy as the officer by whom the, power's, 
which, under the said Act, may be exercised by an officer commanding a 
brigade, shall, as regards persons subject to the said Act who are serving 
under the command of the said offioer, be exercised. 

S.R.O, 77. — The following amendments to tKe bye-laws (Part VII) for 
regulating tbe plying of motor or other vehicles for commercial purposes in the 
Barrackporo Cantonment, made by the Cantonment Board, Barraokpore, in 
excroise of tho powers conferred by clauses (25) and (20) of Section 282 and 
Seotion 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1024), and published with 
the notification of tho Government of Bengal No. 14017-p, dated 29th Novem- 
ber 1985 are hereby published for general information, the same having been 
previously published, approved and confirmed by the Oontral Government as 
required by sub-section (1) of Section 284 of the said Act, namely: 

In the said bye-laws /or items (I), ( l D <md (III) of clause 1 of bye-law No. 
05, the following shall bo substitute#,^ rely, ‘Tor every motor or steam 
vehicle, omnibus or charabanc— Rs. 65/- pdr annum.”

S.R.O. 78. — The following amendment to the bye-laws for regulating the 
control of rickshaws and tho grant of licenses to proprietors or drivers of such 
rickshaws in the Perozepore Cantonment, published with the Notification' of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence, No. 1892 dated 12th 
November 1949, made by the Cantonment Board, Porozpore, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clauses (25), (20) and (27) of Section 282 and Section 288 
of Cantonment Act, 1924 (II of 1924), is published for general information, the 
same having been previously published, approved and confirmed by the Central 
Government aa required by sub-seotion (1) of Section 284 of tho said Aot 
namely : — ’ 

In bye-laws Nos. 4 and 10 of the said byc-laws, for the words " per annum” 
the words “for each financial year or a part thereof” shall be substituted.

3.R.O. 79.— In exeioise of the powers conferred by Section 60 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), and in supersesBion of tho notification of 
the late Government of Bengal in the Political Department, Political Branch 
No. 1502 P, dated 9th February 1933, tho Cantonment Board, Lebong, with 
the previous sanction of the Central Government, hereby imposes water tax at 
the following rates on all lands and buildings in the Lebong Cantonment, to 
be payable by all owners and ocenpiora of such lands and buildings, namely: — 

(a) 12 per cent, of the annual value where water is laid on to the land or 

building or where there in a stand-post any where in tho land or 
building but is not Boparately metered; 

(b) 9 per cont. on the annual value where there is a Btand-^ost within 

a radius ot 1,000 leet ot the boundary of the land or building; 

(c) 6 per cent, of the annual value where there is a stand-post at a 

distance of over 1,000 feet but not exceeding 2,000 feet from the 
boundary of the land or building; 

(d) 3 per cent, of tho annual value whero there is a stand-post at a 

distance' ot over 2,000 feet but not exceeding 3,000 feet from the 
boundary of the land or building; 

Provided that no tax will be levied on a laud or building which is connected 
with a public water supply and has a stand-post in the land or building and 
which is separately metered in which case the cost of water will be payable at 
such rates as may be fixed by the Cantonment Board from tirrro to* time.

S.R.O. 80.— In exeicise of tho powers conferred by Beotian 00 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Dagshai, with 
the previous sanction of the Central Government, and in superBeseion of tho 
notifications of the Government of the Punjab No. 205, dated 2nd Fob. 1912, 
and of the Government of India, Min, of lief. No. 608, dated lfitli Apl. 1049 
hereby imposes the following taxes, namely: — 

List of Taxes. 

1. A tax at tho rate of Rs. 3/- (Three) per eaoh head of cattle per annum 
payablo by the owner or other person inchurgc of any camels, horses, mares, 
ponies, mules, buffaloes, donkejs, bullocks, cows, and pigs kept within the 
Cantonment binds and a tax at the rate ol lie. ]/- per each head of cattlo per 
annum payable by I he owner or any person incharge of any sheep or goats, 
kept within the ( ardonmentr limits. 

Provided that the tax sluill not be levied in respect ot any of the aforesaid 
animals kept within the Cantonment limits for a period not exceeding 10 days 
in any financial year or in respect of animals owned by the Central Government 
or any State Government. 

Provided further that no tax shall ho levied in respect of calves below one 
year of age.
